We hear that England and France 
are about to interfere activ on 
behalf of the Christians of Lebanon. 
It is to be hoped that they may do 





so soon. "Twould have been per- 
haps better, however, to have 
thought a little more of them, and a 
little less of the *‘ balance of power,” 
five and six years ago 
At latest dates we hear that Fuad 
Pasha had been sent as a special en- 
voy to Syria to stop the massacres, I 
and that, in view of this step, France 
and England had agreed to abstain 
from interference. This news will 
hardly be regarded as satisfactory 
by those who sympathize with the 
Christians of Syria. The Druses 
have now ascertained their superi- 
ority to the Christians, and their 
power to massacre them when they 
choose. With this knowledge it is 
not likely that they will remain 
quiet for any length of time. The 
bitterest hatred animates all the ri- 
val sects, and Turkey has not the | 
power to keep them in control. 
We mentioned above that the
